BY-LAWS. 





ARTICLE I.—NAME. 


This Post shall be known as ‘‘ William Logan Rodman 
Post, No. 1, Department of Massachusetts, Grand Army of 
the Republic.” 


ARTICLE II. 


Regular meetings of this Post shall be held on Wednes- 
day evenings of each week at 8 o’clock. 


ARTICUE, LIR—FPRESUAND DUES 


1. The fee for admission as Recruit shall be three dol- 
lars, which sum shall include the fee for badge. This sum 
shall be forwarded by every candidate with his application, 
If he is rejected it shall be returned to him by the Quarter- 
master. If any candidate for membership to this Post shall 
not appear for muster within three months after his elec- 
tion and notification thereof, his election shall be void; and 
all moneys which may have been paid into the Post with 
his application shall be forfeited to the Post. 

2. The Adjutant shall notify the applicant at once of 
his election; in writing which notice, shall also advise him 
of the provisions of Sect. 1 of this Article, in case of failure 
to appear for muster. 

3. The annual tax upon each member shall be four 


~ 
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dollars, payable in equal quarterly installments on the first 
days of January, April, July and October. 

4. The Quartermaster shall, on or before the 20th day 
of June and December, issue notices to all members whose 
taxes are unpaid. He shall report to the Post at the last 
stated meetings in the months of June and December, a 
list of the names of such comrades as are in arrears six 
months or more, that the Post may take action on the same. 


ARTICLE [V.—PuBLic CEREMONY. 


On any occasion of a parade or public ceremony, it shall 
be by a two-thirds vote of the members present, and that 
the expenses shall be paid from the Post fund unless other- 
wise provided for. 


ARTICLE V.—RELIEF. 


1. All moneys raised or contributed for relief purposes 
shall constitute a Relief Fund. 

2. This Fund shall be held sacred for the aid of the 
needy, and no moneys shall ever be appropriated from it 
for any other purpose whatever. The only persons who 
shall ever receive aid from this Fund are Comrades of this 
Post in good standing, and widows and orphans of those 
who served honorably in the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps, 
in the suppression of the late rebellion. Notwithstanding, 
ifa Comrade not a member of this Post applies for assist- 
ance, his case shall be referred to a member of the Relief 
Committee, who shall investigate his circumstances and, 
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if satisfied, may assist to the amount of Four Dollars, and 
report the same to the Relief Committee, who shall report 
to the Post at the next regular meeting. Should the case 
be one of extreme necessity, the amount may be increased 
by a two-thirds vote of the Comrades present. Any assist- 
ance thus rendered shall be at once reported to the Post of 
which the Comrade is a member. 

3. The Relief Committee shall consist of seven Com- 
rades, comprising one resident in each Ward of this city 
and one in Fairhaven. This committee shall be chosen by 
the Post, in the manner and at the time prescribed for the 
election of officers. 

4. The committee shall elect its own Chairman. 

5. The Quartermaster of the Post shall be the Treasurer 
of the Relief Fund and Secretary of the committee; he 
shall keep a separate record of the acts, receipts, invest- 
ments, expenditures and accounts of the committee. 

6. The committee shall hold a regular meeting at least 
once a month. The Chairman shall call a special meeting 
upon the request of two members thereof, notifying each 
member of the time and place thereof. Three members 
shall constitute a quorum, 

7. All cases of necessity, sickness or want, for which 
relief is contemplated by these By-Laws, shall be considered 
by the committee, however brought to their notice. No 
Comrade six months in arrears shall be entitled to relief 
until thirty days after the payment of his dues. If dropped 
from the roll for non-payment of dues, or other cause, 
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shall not be entitled to relief until three months after the 
date of his reinstatement. The Chairman shall refer any 
case to that member in whose Ward it exists, for personal 
examination, who shall report to the committee all facts 
necessary to its full understanding. In a case of immediate 
and urgent necessity in his own Ward, a member may ex- 
pend a sum not exceeding Five Dollars, and draw on the 
Quartermaster for that sum, and immediately report such 
action to the Relief Committee. But no larger sum than 
Five Dollars shall be expended to any one person by the 
committee of his Ward in any one month, unless by vote 
of the Post upon the recommendation of the Chairman of 
the committee. 

8. The Chairman of the Relief Committee shall supply 
watchers as required by the Relief Committee. Sum in 
payment for watching shall be $1.50 per night, to be paid 
from the Relief Fund. 

g. At the first regular meetings of the Post in January 
and July, the committee shall present a written report for 
the preceding terms in detail to the Post, of their proceed- 
ings; rendering an account of all funds intrusted to them; 
and showing from what sources they were derived, and 
how and for what causes they have been expended. And 
no bills shall be paid by the Treasurer unless approved by 
the Chairman of the Relief Committee. 

10. The Relief Fund shall be kept in the bank, to be 
drawn only by the order of the Chairman of the Relief 
Committee. 
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ARTICLE VI.—DEATH. 


1. Upon the death of a Comrade the P. C. shall at once 
visit his residence and ascertain if the services of the Post 
are required at the funeral; ifso, the P. C. shall give the 
usual notice of the funeral. The first three officers of the 
Post shall constitute a standing committee to make all 
funeral arrangements. The Post may also vote to attend, 
when desired, the funeral of any honorably discharged 
soldier, sailor or marine, or of any one dying in the mili- 
tary or naval service of the United States. 

2. The first three officers of the Post shall have charge 
of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Lot in the Rural Cemetery, set 
apart for the graves of deceased soldiers, sailors and marines. 

3. A sum not exceeding Twenty Dollars may, by a two- 
thirds vote of the Post present, be raised by assessment, in 
order to defray funeral expenses, after one week’s notice. 


ARTICLE VII.—EXPENDITURE. 


A motion to incur an expenditure exceeding Ten Dollars, 
except for funeral expenses, shall require a two-thirds vote 
of the Comrades present. 


ARTICLE VIII.—BANK AccouUNT. 


All moneys belonging to this Post, now or at any other 
time called Post Fund, shall be kept in one of the banks of 
this city; and no money shall ever be drawn from the same 
without the approval of the Post Commander.

ARTICLE IX. 


No money shall be voted from this Post except for current 
expenses, for any purpose except such as is expressly pro- 
vided for by the Rules and Regulations or by the By-Laws, 
without at least two weeks’ notice of the use to which the 
Same is to be put is given in writing, which said notice 
Shall be made of record and be posted up by the Adjutant 
in the ante-room and one conspicuous place in the Post 
room; and no motion to appropriate money for extra- 
ordinary purposes shall be in order unless reduced to writ- 
ing, and which provides within itself for such notice. 


ARTICLE X.—COMMITTEES. 


1. The regular committees of this Post shall consist of 
three standing committees; they shall be appointed by the 
Commander, except as provided in Section 3, Article VI, 
to serve during his term of office. Comrades to be placed 
upon these committees must be in good standing, and shall 
not be members of more than one standing committee at 
the same time. The Commander, by virtue of his office, 
shall be a member of all standing and special committees 
except the Relief Committee and Auditing Committee and 
committees which upon motion are appointed by the Post. 

2. The Standing Committees shall be: 


1. Auditing Committee. 
2. Finance Committee. 
3. Relief Committee. 
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3. The Finance Committee shall consist of the first three 
officers of the Post. 


ARTICLE XI.—ARREARAGES. 


1. Any member of a Post who is six months in arrears 
in the payment of his dues shall be prohibited from voting, 
shall be ineligible to any office in the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and shall be reported SUSPENDED in the semi- 
annual reports to Department Headquarters until such dues 
are paid. Provided, however, that when a Comrade is 
unable, by reason of sickness or misfortune, to pay his dues, 
they may be remitted by a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers present and voting at any regular meeting of the Post. 

2. Ifa comrade shall be one year in arrears for dues, he 
may be dropped from the roll, and reinstated only by the 
Post which dropped him, by a two-thirds vote, by ballot, 
of all the members present and voting at a regular meeting, 
upon payment of a sum of Four Dollars. If elected, he 
shall be re-obligated; provided, that he may be re-obligated 
in any Post within whose jurisdiction he may reside, upon 
the written request of the Post reinstating him. 

3. The provisions of this article shall not apply to any 
Comrade in the service of the United States, and on duty at 
a distance from the Post of which he is a member. 


ARTICLE XII. 


Any Comrade from any other Post asking to be trans- 
ferred to this Post shall pay the sum of One Dollar. 
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ARTICLE XIII. 
Any member of this Post, while he has any part of the 
G. A. R. uniform on, known to be intoxicated, or while in 
any room or rooms occupied by this Post, is intoxicated, 


shall be Court martialed within two weeks after it has been 
reported to the Commander of this Post. 


ARTICLE XIV.—AMENDMENTS. 


These By-Laws shall not be altered or amended unless 
two weeks’ notice shall have been given in writing, speci- 


fying the amendments proposed; and then only by a two- 
thirds vote.
